Mrs. H art, suffering shock 
and 
internal bleeding is the 
most seriously injured.

which crashed into the corner 
of the Blaney Park laundry 
on takeoff Sunday afternoon. 
The couples had flown up for 
a dinner at Blaney and were 
returning home.

of service. 
The plane became airborne 
and returned to the sod ru n ­ 
way with one wingtip g o lfin g 
the turf. 
Takeoff was from | 
the northw est runw ay, with a 
southwest wind blowing. 
Oc­ 
cupants told S'tate Police the 
engine faltered when they were 
about five feet off the ground. 
When the plane crashed into 
the building, a washing m a­ 
chine 
weighing about 
a 
ton 
was hurled 25 feet across the 
laundry, and a w ater line was 
broken. 
sending 
hot 
fluid 
coursing out of tho building. 
The wall of the laundry was 
moved off concrete block foun­ 
dations, and the front end of 
the plane was smashed and the 
fuselage 
in 
the rear of the 
plane 
crum pled. 
The 
nose 
wheel was ripped off, and riv ­ 
ets holding cockpit and wing 
sections popped. 
Wing edges 
w ere flush against the wood 
w a l l s of the building after im ­ 
pact. 
Rescue Work 
Tim plane travelled about a 
half mile from w here the wing 
tip first touched ground on the 
north-to-sou th 
takeoff, 
Stat\, 
Police said. 
Stew art 
Earle, 
owner 
of 
Blaney Park, said it was for­ 
tunate the accident did not oc­ 
cur on a w eekday when per­ 
sons would have been working 
in the laundry. 
Bernard Relland of Toledo, 
Ohio, a pilot, and his son. Bob, 
were among those first at the 
crash scene and helped move 
the plane back four feet, after 
the hot w ater tine had been 
closed, to perm it opening of the 
door and rem oval of passen­ 
gers. 
Dr. M iller slid forward 
and almost out of the plane. 
The two women were riding 
in the rear and were held by 
seat belts. 
A rope cordon was put up 
to guard against injury from 
gas explosion exposure after­ 
wards.

Stevenson said the question of 
trying to a p e rtio n blame could 
be dealt with after the council 
got hostilities stopped and the 
com m ander of the U.N. force in 
Cyprus, Gen. K. S. Thim ayya of 
India, could reto rt on the events 
of the last five days.

VATICAN CITY' (AP) — Pope 
Paul VT offered in the first en­ 
cyclical of his reign today to go 
beyond “ a watchful and under­ 
standing interest” and help seek 
honorable solutions of disputes 
threatening w’orld peace. 
Without 
specifying 
exactly 
what his intervention m i g h t 
take, the Roman Catholic pontiff 
wrote: 
“ Regarding tile great and uni­ 
versal question of world peace, 
w’e say at once that we shall 
feel it specially incumbent upon 
us 
not 
m erely 
to 
devote 
a 
watchful and understanding in­ 
terest, but also to entertain a 
more assiduous and efficacious 
concern. 
“ This will be, of course, with­ 
in the limits of our 
ministry 
and so utterly divorced 
from 
purely tem poral 
interests 
and 
strictly political forms, but it 
will be eager to m ake it 
con­ 
tribution in educating mankind 
lo sentim ents and ways of act­ 
ing 
contrary 
to 
violent 
and 
deadly conflict, and in fostering 
rational 
and 
civilized 
agree­ 
ments for peaceful relations be­ 
tween nations. 
“ We shall also be solicitous to 
lieip 
by 
proclaiming 
higher 
hum an 
principles 
that 
should 
serve to tem per the passions 
and selfishness from 
w h i c h 
arm ed conflicts spring, and pro- 
mote the harmonious relations 
and fruitful collaboration of all 
people*, and we shall be ready 
to intervene, where an o;ipor- 


tumty presents itself, in order 
to assist the contending parties 
to find honorable and fraternal 
solutions for their disputes.”

Pope 
also 
proposed 
a 
joint discussion with non-Chris- 
than religious, aim ed at defend­ 
ing common ideals. 
The 14.OOO-word encyclical — 
a letter to Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops around the world — put 
down “practical guidelines” foi 
Paul’s 13-month-old pontificate. 
It 
was a broad statem ent of 
the role of the Roman Catholic 
Church in tile m odern world. IU 
title — Ecclesiam Suam, H:s 
Church — was derived from th* 
first two words of its official 
Latin text. Die reference is to 
Christ. 
Pope Paul condemned com­ 
munism 
and 
atheism , 
saying 
the substitution of religion with 
a godless scientific conception 
“ is the most serious problem of 
our tim e.” But he expressed the 
hope 
that 
ideological 
system* 
denying God “ may one day tx 
able to enter into a more posi­ 
tive dialogue with tile Church 
than the present one which we 
now of necessity deplore and la­ 
m ent.” 
He renewed pledges to work 
for Christian unity and spoke of 
finduig “ greater courage to un­ 
dertake the necessary reform s” 
started in the Vatican Ecum eni­ 
cal Council.

He said the Church m ust “ re­ 
flect on herself” because of the 
scientific, technical, social, phil­ 
osophical and currents in the 
world.

State Government 


Franklin K. DeWald, state personnel director, told 
m anagers of the state's liquor stores in the Upper Pen­ 
insula recently how important state government is to 
the area. 
Ile thought that they should know about it. 
The public would be equally benefitted by reminder of 
the large role of the state’s government north of Mack­ 
inac. 
The Upper Peninsula has the greatest proportion 
of state workers in any one community. 
They are in 
Newberry, employed in the big state mental hospital 
there. 
The payroll lists between 800 and OOO. 
Even 
iii the Lansing area. where nearly one-quarter of state 
employes live (7.000 of them) the proportion of state 
jobs is not as great as it is in Luce County. 
In his rundown on state activity in the U.P. DeWald 
cited that the Michigan Public Service Commission holds 
the fate of Hie two natural gas pipeline projects pro­ 
posed for the U.P. 
That County Bureaus of Social Aid 
and County Welfare Departments are state-allied agen­ 
cies. 


The state's regulatory agencies control the licens­ 
ing of attorneys, physicians, dentists, chiropractors, 
osteopaths, chiropodists, cosmetologists, and other pro­ 
fessional workers. 
The state promotes the economy 
with operation of the Michigan Economic Expansion De­ 
partment, which is assigning a planner to the U.P. The 
State Tourist Council tells the nation to send tourists 
to Hie U.P. and subsidizes the Upper .Michigan Tourist 
Association. 
The state commissioner of insurance not only li­ 
c e n se s agents to make them responsible, but tells what 
companies are solvent. 
Tile state has three agencies concerned with water 
usage; the W aterways Commission, which helps fin­ 
ance harbors of refuge and such facilities; the Water 
Resources Commission which is concerned with 
the 
protection of this great public resource; and the State 
Health Department, which is concerned with water­ 
borne threats to public health. 
The secretary of state licenses automobiles arid 
motorboats and their operators and many other things. 


Washington Comment 


The Highway Department, second largest state gov­ 
ernment employer, maintains the road system ; tile Con­ 
servation Department manages the state’s resources, 
the State Police police the U.P. 
The Agriculture De­ 
partment not only tests seeds and fertilizers, guards 
plant and livestock health, etc., but 
it also checks 
weights and measures and polices food purity. Michigan 
has a law which says that hot dogs must be all-meat; 
the Agriculture Department enforces it. 
That’s why 
hot dogs cost 19c in Michigan and you can buy them 
in Indiana and Ohio (with cereal filler) for as little as 
2o cents. 
The State Departmerit of Health conducts pre­ 
marital tests to combat the pox, the Department of 
Revenue collects taxes and its clients wish a pox on it; 
the Department of Public Instruction sees that schools 
meet state standards, the Department of Corrections 
runs a maximum security prison at Marquette and an 
honor camp for prisoners at Cusino. 


The state processes workmen’s compensation for 
injury and operates the Employment Security Com­ 
mission. concerned not only with finding jobs for the 
unemployed, hut also with paying them unemployment 
compensation. 
The state conducts a vocational rehabili­ 
tation program and operates a state Ii b ran 1 with a 
branch in the Upper Peninsula and service to all persons like the destroyer Maddox do

tehi ” to his constituents, failed 
to inform them of another tax 
feature that he bellied to put 
through as a mem ber of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee — namely, the inclusion 
of tips in the tax picture 
Employes, under the new act, 
will lie required to report the 
amount of tips they have re­ 
ceived. in writing, to their em ­ 
ployer within IO days atter the 
end of the month 
< An attempt 
was made to include these am ­ 
ounts in withholding tax. which 
was not passed). The employer 
must then pay Social Security 
on these tips. and must also 
pay the employes share which is 
to lie further deducted from his 
take-home pay. 
Tips rightly belong in self­ 
employed income, and should be

by

phase 
of 
the 
two-year 
project,

Ferris. 
About a dozen committees of 
experts drew on their knowledge 
of various fields to make pro­ 
jections to 1980, he said, mostly 
to form a springboard for the 
next three phases of the study. 
“ These papers still are pre­ 
lim inary,” he said. “ We want 
to get other people from many 
areas, including business, agri­ 
business, and banking, involved 
and thinking about the future.” 
Many of the predictions 
so 
fat have reflected earlier think­ 
ing

surprising. 
They included: 
—A decline in farm popula­
